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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed on 4/1 7/08 with respect to claims 1 -3 1 have been 
fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

2. Claims 1-3 1 remain rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Katsavounidis et al, (hereinafter referred to as "Katsavounidis"), as was set forth in the 
Office Action of 1 1/03/06. 

3. The Applicant presents one substantive argument contending the Examiner's 
rejection of claims 1-31 under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Katsavounidis et 
al, (hereinafter referred to as "Katsavounidis"), as was set forth in the Office Action of 

1 1/03/06. However, after a careful consideration of the argument and further scrutiny of 
the reference, the Examiner must respectfully disagree, and maintain the rejection for the 
reasons that follow. 

After providing Applicant's interpretation of applied reference (Request for 
Reconsideration of 4/17/08: page 11, lines 7-13), the Applicant points out that the instant 
invention errors are processed by ".. .analyzing the header information in a coded video 
frame to detect for an channel errors. . ." and further ".. .isolates the found channel 
errors. . ." and indicates where support from the specification for this can be found 
(Request for Reconsideration of 4/17/08: page 14-22). The Examiner respectfully 
disagrees. Firstly, it is noted that the citation from specification comes from the summary 
of the invention and basically recites what is argued, and doesn't further elucidate 
matters. In particular, it is noted that when the detailed description of the instant 
invention is checked, the error correction of macroblocks through the interpolation of 
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neighboring macroblocks (Specification: page 7, lines 14-31; page 8, lines 1-31; page 9, 
lines 1-19) as in the same manner of the reference (Katsavounidis: column 8, lines 40- 
47). Also, the Examiner notes that the reference also detects errors by analyzing header 
information as well (Katsavounidis: column 17, lines 40-67; column 18, lines 1-13), as in 
the claim. Accordingly, the Examiner maintains the limitations are met.
